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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments are not persuasive. 

Applicant argues Handsaker failed to disclose designating identification of users with respective sections of the data structure. Column 9, 
lines 14-19 discloses that a workbook parameter determines what information in the workbook can be accessed. Lines 30-46 disclose the 
parameter is for the user's specific employee attributes. Therefore the user's specific employee attributes are the identification. 

Applicant argues Handsaker failed to disclose said access permitted to each of the users responsive to the designating identification of the 
users with the respecitve sections of the data structure. The user's specific attributes are the identification. Column 9, lines 47-65 disclose 
specific people are only able to access specific information - Person is SalesManager in Europe in lines 64-65 as example, where the 
person can only access information available to European Sales Managers. Also, see the specialized reports of column 10, lines 7-34 and 
Figure 5 

Applicant argues Handsaker failed to disclose preventing any of said users from having access to any of said sections which have not been 
designated with identification of said any of said users. Filters on the workbook are employed in column 9, lines 47-65. If some people are 
restricted from information as in column 9, line 59, then they are prevented from having acces to any of said sections which have not been 
designated with identification of said any of said users. 

Applicant's arguments concerning claims 12 and 19 are equally addressed by the rebuttal to Applicant's arguments concerning claims 1 
and 18 above 
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
